tame the wilderness and keep himself alive. 
it is painful to add, that, among the settlers } 
here, are too many who were professors of reli-| 
gion “in the east,” and now have their “Letters 
of Commendation” in their chests ; containing, | 
it is to be feared, all the religion they possess.— | 
Some of these appear to be more obdurate than 
the boulders that are scattered among the “open. 
ings.” They act as if they had borne a heavy 
burden at “the east,” called church discipline ; | 
but as soon as they reached the lakes, committed 
itto the deep as a troublesome, dead weight.— 
Here are now living proofs of the fact that su. 
perficial excitements are perfectly pernicious.— 
Hence the remark of a close observer that, “a 
minister would stand a better chance to be paid 
for keeping away, than for preaching to such,” 

I have, however, found many of the very “salt 
of the earth here” but so poor that it would be a 
want of benevolence to expect them to give any 
thing for the most benevolent purpose. I do not 
therefore, expect, while laboring in such portions 
of my field to receive a fraction from them for 
my support at present, nor froin any other source 
than the treasury of the Home Mission Society. 
But to preach the gospel to the poor gives me 
joy unspeakable. Often toil-worn and hungry, 
| travel scores of miles on foot and alone, to do 
it, and to visit the sick, the poor and impenitent ; | 
and it is grand beyond description, to be allowed 
to labor thus ; but perishing mortality cannot | 
long endure such toil. 

Baptist families are coming in and settling all | 
around me, who need my daily attention ; but | 
how can I give it, pressed down as I am already | 
with other labor, which [ am unable to perform ! 
_ ‘The “west” is the place to make faithful min- 
isters willing to toil and suffer for Jesus’sake, and 
the people ready to appreciate their labors. A 
sojourn there, of afew months, by Christians liv- 
ing in the eastern States, would wonderfully en- 
lighten them concerning the means by which they 
could personally aid in the important work of mis- 
sions, Brother Delany thinks that one tenth of 
the value of the superfluities he has seen worn 
and wasted at a single association, would equip a 
missionary with a good horse and wagon, and 
furnish him with a competent salary ; so that he 
could give himself wholly to the ministry among 
theprairies”and“oak openings” of that great coun- 
try. Ifso,how many obdurate, boulder like back. 
sliders might be reclaimed, and how much of the 

unbroken tide” of immigration might be used 
to irrigate those “rairies and openings,” with 
Gospel influence, if Christians among us would 


of eternal truth. I see the hitherto benighted 
idolater receiving that light, and rejoicing in the 
same. In other words, wherever the gospel is 
faithfully preached it becomes the power of God 
to salvation. Before its aggressive movements 
the powers and systems of superstition give way. 
Converts to Christ are multiplied. Churches are 
constituted. Native preachers are sent forth,and 
thousands are asking the way to heaven. And 
this, all this, I take to bea sure indication of the 
purpose and plan of God, relative to the heathen 
world. Seeing all this array of facts, shall I stand 


still and do nothing, lest I might fail to act in 


harmony with the divine mind? With all this 
before me, shall I be inactive under the pretence 
of not knowing what to do? Shame on sucha 
plea. Why do we not then give the bread of life 
to the heathen? Has not the dying command of 
Christ remained long enough as a dead letter 7— 
Has not Satan long enough swayed his scepter 
over earth’s multitudes? Hastthou no sympa- 
thies with Christ, no love for souls, no offering to 
make ? 

This has been called an age of missionary zeal, 
and missionary enterprise. But the truth is, the 
church is not awake. Only now and then, one has 
entered into the spirit of the movements, while 
the great mass are unconscious of their obliga- 
tions. “Give an account of thy stewardship, for 
thou mayest be no longer steward.” Z.

“*My dear boy,’ said she, ‘you know you have 
always felt sorry, and promised amendment when 
you have thus offended ; and it has only been to 
sin and sin again. NowI wish to make you fee} 
that you cannot reform yourself, and you will be 
convinced of this, if you will only think how 
many times you have wished to be good, and 
still, on the slightest temptation, have again of- 
fended. But there is one, my love, who will as. 
sist your feeblest efforts. It is the same blessed 
Jesus, who was once, like yourself, a little child, 
and had a great many more hardships to contend 
with, He was tempted, and has promised to 
‘succor those who are tempted.’ He is ‘the Rock’ 
spoken of in your text; and it should be your 
constant prayer that you may be Jed to him! 
There is safety nowhere else. W henever, then, 
my dearest boy, you feel yourself inclined to 
such sinful anger, let your first request be, ‘Lead 
me to the rock that is higher than I!’ Let it be 
your morning and evening supplication, and nev. 
er rest till you feel yourself firmly fastened there!’ 
“She then made me kneel down; and kneel- 
ing beside me, with her arm clasping my waist, 
she commended me to God and to his grace so 
fervently and so pathetically, that the recollec- 
tion of that hour will always linger in my mem- 
ory. I thought 1 never should be passionate 
again. But, alas! even on that very day I was 
frequently reminded of my own weakness, and 
recalled from very near approaches to fretfulness 
and ill temper by my mother’s serious but sweet 
expressions, and an emphatic ‘ Lead me to the 
rock that is higher than I!’ 

“Alas! I soon lost this devoted mother! She 
was too fair and frail a plant to buffet the storms 
of life, and she was bowed beneath them. I for- 
got her pious precepts, and my spirit was too 
nearly assimilated to a licentious world—but I 
can say with truth, that in the wildest career of 
folly, when sense and reason have been almost 
annihilated, and the voice of conscience has been 
disregarded, those very words, ‘ Lead me to the 
rock that is higher than I!’ have come over my 
benumbed senses, like a voice from the tomb, re- 
Storing me to my better self, and quickening me 
to a sense of my infatuation and guilt. 

“I was once a victim to calumny and false. 
hoods, and the fever of my soul had well nigh 
driven me to madness ; but the same sweet words, 
in all the tenderness of my mother’s tones, fell 
on my burning spirit, and I wascalmed. In that 
season of bereavement, too, when all that I loved 
seemed forsaking me, they entered my desolate 
heart like a dream of childhood, restoring to me 
thoughts of innocence and peace. 

“They at length became as the hand. writing 
on the wall to the guilty Belshazzar. ‘Lead me 
to the rock that is higher than I!’ was continu. 
ally before my mind—not, as heretofore, with 
soothing influence, but as something fearful and 
appalling. Go where I would it followed me, 
and the consciousness that I had hardened my 
heart against its silent teachings pursued me like 
a ghost. It was this, under God, that led me to 
repentance, It is this that now shields me in 
temptation ; and whenever these horrible strug- 
gles, such as you have seen, come upon me, I 
| instinctively reach forth my hand, to lay bold up- 
on ‘the rock that is higher than I!’” 


Interests of Young Men at Stake. 


It makes us feel sad to see the young men in 
our churches holding back from the active duties 
which are required by the necessities of the age, 
and devolving them on their seniors. ‘The fa- 
thers who are passing off the stage have compa- 
ratively few earthly interests to jeopard ; the suc- 
cess or failure of the great moral experiment now 
making in this land, will come too late to affect 
them. But to the generation that is now just en- 
tering upon the toils of manhood, it is otherwise. 
Before the young men of this day shall become 
the old men of another, it will probably be deci- 
ded whether Popery and Atheism, grown weary 
of the dessolations they have themselves made in 
the other hemisphere, shall make good their lodg.

dersivod by the agents of the Society. He must be able 
tocunduct neighborhood meetings, expound passages of 
scripture, converse upon the subject of religion with those 
In addition to this, he is required to 
make a monthly report of his progress, stating the amount 
of money received fur books, number of books given away, 
families visited, &c. These men have already been ia- 
stromental of great good. Destitute places, where there 
was no minister of the gospel within fifteen or twenty 
miles have been visited, and by placing religious books in 
the hands of the people, and holding prayer meetings with 
them in their houses, instances have been known of a re- 
ligious society growing up at once, and a preacher of the 
gospel being sent for to supply them with the word of life. 
Particular classes of people have been benefitted in this 
The Germans, for instance, of whom there are a 
million and a half at least in this country, who epeak the 
German language to a very great extent, have been visit. 
ed by the colporteur, and books printed in the German 
language have been placed in their hands. It is a fact 
worthy of note, that persons eminently qualified for the 
work, have beea converted to God from among the very 
class of persons to which the Society was directing its ef- 
forts, and have voluntarily offered themselves for the work. 
Converted Catholics, Lutherans, &c. are now in the em- 
ploy of the Seciety, and have proved themselves, not only 
faithful to the trast which has been confided to them, but 
are zealous, active laborers in the cause in which they are 
engaged. 

The Society has at this time in its employ, one hundred 
colporteurs, scattered all over the United States, from the 
lumber regions in Maine to New Orleans, and from the 
Atlantic back to the lakes.

When we came into the 
country, the idea of a protracted meeting would have been 
considered preposterous. This season two have been held 
with evident tokens of the divine approbation, At the 
close of the rains, Mr. V. went round to Rangoon on his 
yearly visit, and baptized twelve—no more daring to come 
into town to be baptized, and they considered it rather im- 
prudent for Mr. Vinton to go out into the jangle. So mul- 
titudes are still waiting there for the ordinance. On his 
retarn we dispersed, going our several ways, Miranda to 
Newville, 1 to Chetthingsville, and Mr. V..to Tavoy, to 
assist Mr, Mason in a protracted meeting. At the close 
of this meeting, forty-three were baptized. Mr. Mason 
accompanied Mr. V. on his return, and they held a similar 
meeting at Newville, (some particulars of which I will try 
to give soon in a letter to sister Nichols,) and at the close 
they baptized forty-eight, which with five more which they 
baptized on the way down, made fifty-three. Mr, M. then 
returned, and Mr. V.and Miranda went up to Bootah, 
where they stopped three weeks, during which time they 
built a nice teak chape!, and baptized twenty-three. They

which have been baptized at Tavoy and Sandoway, there 
has been an increase of about six hundred Karen converts 
this year. Who grudges the money expended for their 
salvation? Where is better interest paid upon money ?— 
To God alone be all the glory. I feel utterly unworthy to 
be a Karen missionary. I am sometimes astonished that 
God should ever have permitted me to enjoy such a privi- 
lege. Our prospects for the coming rains are far more en- 
couraging than ever before. To save my husband’s pre- 
cious time and ease him a liitle of his burden of care, 1am 
now stopping in town to new roof the houses, enlarge and 
repair the boarding-houses and chapel, Iam sure that 
had you been here to-day, you would not have thought me 
idle. We have been cleaning and arranging the house, 
which has been left vacant during the dry season, a set of 
Karen coolies to oversee, and a sct of carponters enlarging 
the chapel to direct. In the midst of all, sister Lathrop 
came in to have me assist her a little in getting the sounds 


of the letters. We expect the school fur the rains will 
commence as soon as the buildings are ready., O for the 
spirit of the Lord to descend upon all who shail assemble. 
I feel that the first object to be gained is the convereion of 
every scholar. We do not want to educate one individual 
for the service of Satan. Br. Binney has joined us, and 
we are pleased with the selection of the Board. He has 
just commenced the study of the language,—hope that by 
another season he will be able to take the theological class. 
Hope you will still remember us at a throne of grace.—

Mavumars, April 25, 1844. 

My Dear Mas. Linsisy,—Again we have had the sweet 
privilege of opening another box from Bridgeport and Sirat- 
ford. laesure you it is a great treat. For we not only ex- 
pect to find clothing for the bedy all made up ready for use 
(thus saving our time for more important work) but we ex- 
pect to fiud food fur the mind and eoul also. In this re- 
spect this was a precious bor. I will leave Mr. Vinton 
to express his gratitude for bis share when he has 
I will only say now that as he tock up book after 
book, his eyes sparkling as he said * this is just what I 
want, How good br. L. is to send me this.” I know that 
many think that if a missionary has the Bible and hymn 
book that his library is sufficient. But I am aware that 
you and Mr. Linsley have too much knowledge of the hu- 
man mind to entertain such views. The fact is, the climate 
here has as debilitating an influence upon our minds as our 
bodies. We therefore need stimali. Where shall we look 
forit? We have no mass meetings, no associations, no 
conventions, no meeting of Bible and Tract Societies, 
where, as iron sharpeneth iron, so does the countenance of 
a man bis friend,—where mind coming in contact with 
mind, sparks of light are elicited, and where great mental 
effort is required in preparation. But on the other hand, 
the vast superiority of the missionary in point of intellect 
and education to his degraded congregation, almost leads 
him to think farther effort unnecessary. This feehug, if at 
all indulged, will cause him to retrograde, for without men- 
tal effort of some kind he will soon find himself vastly in- 
ferior to what he was when he left the college walls; or, 
in other words, vastly inferior to himself. Now we have 
felt this much, and Mr. V. has often said that he would 
pinch every thing else before his library; that he would 
live on rice and salt before he would starve his mind, or 
neglect a book, the reading of which would contribute to 
bis usefulness as a missionary. He frequently speaks about 
sending home for books, (and he does get a great many 
Greek, Hebrew and other books to assist him in his study) 
but there is such a quantity of trash printed now-a-days 
under imposing titles, that it is exceedingly diffieult to se- 
lect at such a distance. Especially do I feel gratified to 
you for remembering my little son. He is now four years 
old, can read a little, but is very fond of my reading to him. 
The exceedirg prominence of his breast-bones leads the 
physician to consider it very doubtful whether he ever lives 
to grow up. To-day he left his play and came to me to 
enquire why God did not let us go up to heaven now? I 
asked ifhe wished to go? Yee, he said, he should like to 
have God stop his breath and send down the angele for 
him now. He is very thoughtful and conseientious. But 
living or dying, he or his sister are not mine; they have 
long since been surrendered up to the great Giver, I have 
but one desire, comparatively, with regard to them. That 
is, that they may love and serve God while they do live, 
and then I shall be sure they will be with him forever.

Northern Citizens in Southern Prisons. 


The following named persons are at this time confined 
in Southern prisons on a charse of aiding slaves to escape 
from their masters. Thompson, Work and Burr in the 
Missouri Penitentiary for twelve years; have already serv- 
ed two or three years; Rev. Chas. T. Torrey, of Massa- 
chusetts, in the Maryland Penitentiary for six years; Miss 
Delia A. Webster, of Vermont, in the Kentucky Peniten- 
tiary for two years; Jonathan Walker, of Massachusetts, 
was sentenced not long since to the Penitentiary in Florida 
for thirty days, besides being placed in the pillory, brand. 
ed, fined, &c.;——Boyd in the South Carolina Peniten- 
tiary for four years. Mr. Fairbank, a Methodist clergy. 
man, is in jail at Lexington, Ky., awaiting bis trial, on a 
similar charge. 

These persons may have violated the laws of the State 
in which they are imprisoned, but the motive which influ. 
enced them, was undoubtedly a generous one; a simple 
and very natural desire to help a fellow being, who him- 
self had commitied no crime, in obtaining his liberty. The 
case of Miss Webster, of Vermont, is a painful one. She 
is represented as a young lady of superior talents and edu- 
eation, amiable and kind in her deportment; yet the laws 
of Kentucky have consigned her to the gloomy cells of a 
penitentiary for two years, for yielding to the dictates of a 
benevolent heart. We would not be understood as advo. 
cating the principle of enticing slaves to abscond from 
their masters, for it is not the way to abolish slavery, The 
slaveholder himself must be convinced of his error before 
slavery can be abolished. But the great wrong of slavery 
is brought before the public eye in more glowing colors in 
consequence of the severity of the punishment which has 
been inflicted on the persons named above. The laws un- 
der which they were sentenced, are absolutely necessary 
in order to sustain the slave system of the South, but the 
inquiry will at once arise, is a system which requires such 
laws to sustain it, right? and to every enlightened mind, 
the ready answer will be, no. It is all wrong. A system 
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whieh deprives ® man of his natural rights,—of bimselt

Still Later from Europe. 


By the packet ship Quebeck, Capt Hebard, we have 
London papers to the 13th ult. inclusive. 

The weather continued cold, both in England and on the 
continent. The Seine was covered with floaiing ice, and 
it was feared it would soon be entirely closed. 

A Court of Common Coaneil was held in London on the 
12th of December, chiefly to consider a petition for aid in 
the endowment of a free Church in St.-Giles-in-the-Fields. 
The grant was opposed on the ground that the new church 
was got up under Puseyite auspices, and defeated, only 
five voting in its faver when about a hundred and fifty 
were present. 


BuenosAyres anp Montevinz0.— Proposed Intervention 
of France, England, and Brazil for the Termination of 
the Wer.—The “Paris Constitutionne!” states that Vis- 
count fd’Abrantes, the Envoy Extraordinary of Brazils to 
Prussia, had proposed to England and Franee,in the name 
of his Government, to join in an armed intervention to put 
a period to the war between the Eastern and Argentine re- 
publics, and enforce the stipulations guaranteed by the 
Brazils and France. 

That journal anticipates no favorable resnit from the 
mission of M.d’Abrantes. ‘He has seen,” it says, **Lord 
Aberdeen, and found that Minister animated with the same 
propositions which he had manifestedto M. Varela. Lord 
Aberdeen is said to have thrown upon France, which is 
more interested in the question, the entire responsibility of 
the unaccountable and often odious conduct held by the 
two nations during two years on the banks of the Plata. 

His Lordship, moreover, expressed his readiness to in- 
terfere if France would join England.” “M. Guizot,” the 
C onstitutionnel says, “will content himself with repeating 
to the negotiator his declaration to the Chambers, that the 
quarrel of Montevideo and Buenos isa civil war between 
two presidents of the same republic, Oribe, and Rivera, 
and thatit behoves France to keep aloof from the war and 
await the event. 


Connectient Corn Crops. 
The following is an extract from the Report of the com- 
mittee cn Field Crops of the Middlesex County Agricultu- 
ral Society, published in the Farmer : 


**The Indian Corn entered by Mr. Wadsworth, of Dur- 

ham, for premium, was one quarter of an acre, selected 
from near the middle of a field of four acres. The field 
was plauted with the ‘Improved Duttun Corn,’ about the 
first of May, in hills about 4 feet apart each way. The 
land on which it was planted was sward ground, manured 
with common yard manure, at the rate of 20 to 30 cart- 
oads to the acre, turned over flat, and rolled, and the corn 
planted on the furrows. It was hoed 4 times without hill- 
ing, or turning up the furrows between the rows, On this 
field of corn the suckers were allowed to remain until the 
customary time for cutting the stalks. The produce of that 
portion of the field entered for premium, was at the rate of 
one hundred and fifty-one bushels and eighteen quarts to 
the acre! 

Your committee are aware that it hardly seems possible 
that so large a quantity of corn could be raised from an 
acre, in this old hide-bound State of Connecticut, yet, from 
the certificate of the town committee of Durham, and from 
the statement of Mr. Wadsworth, under oath, such was 
proved tu be the fact. Think of this, ye farmers of Mid- 
151 bushels and 18 quarts of shelled corn from 

This eclipses even the far famed corn regions 


of the West. With facts like these before their eyes, our 


| young farmers, we think, will hardly feel disposed to quit 


the healthful home of their sires, to seek a furtune among 
the Wolverines and Hoosiers of the western prairies, but 
be contented to settle down amid the hills and dales, where 
dwell the lovely lasses of our own dear yankee land. 

In competition with the foregoing was a quarter of an 


| aere of eight rowed corn, entered by Joel M. Clark, Esq. 


of Middletown. This corn was raised on green sward 
land, plowed plain and rolled. ‘Two coats of hog-pen ma- 
nure were applied. One coat being coarse, was put upon 
the land and plowed in. The other was fine manure, 


| placed upon the top, after the field had been plowed, and 


harrowed in. The whole amount of manure used was a. 
bout 65 buck-loads to the acre. It was planted about the 
20th of May, 4 kerne}s in a hill, hills 3 1-2 feet by 2 1-2 
apart.

LETTER IV. 

Me Dear Brotuer:—In iy last two letters 
I have attempted to show what | mean when I 
assert that slavery is a moral evil. [ have wished 
to make it clear that slavery, or the holding of 
men in bondage, and ‘obliging them to labor for 
our benefit, without their contract or consent,’ is 
always and every where, or as you well express it, 
semper et ubique, a moral wrong, a violation of the 
obligations under which we are created to our fel- 
low-men, and a transgression of the law of our 
Creator, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself ; 
that, however, while this is true, it is also true that 
the guilt of any individual doing this wrong may 
be modified by his means of obtaining a knowl- 
edge of his duty, and also by the laws of the com- 
munity of which he may chance to bo a mem- 
ber. 

The objectioi, to this view of the subject is foun- 
ded on the precept and example of the Old and 
New Testaments. With pleasure | proceed to 
consider the argument on this part of the ques- 
tion. Believing as we both do that the Bible is 
a perfect rule of duty, if we ean ascertain what it 


teaches, we may reasonably hope that our opin: | 


ions may yet coincide. In this letter I propose 
to examine the argument derived from the Old 
Testament alone. 

Your view, I think, may be briefly expressed 
as follows: Slavery was sanctioned in the Old 
‘Testament ; and since the Old ‘l'estament is a 
revelation from God, and since He would not 
sanction any thing morally evil, therefore slave- 
ry is not a moral evil. 

Before, however, I proceed to consider this ar- 
Kument, permit me to remark, that | do not per- 
Ceive in the views which I have expressed any 


thing at variance with the teachings of the Old! 


estament. I will briefly explain my opinions 
on the subject. 

I grant, at once, that the Hebrews held slaves 
from the time of the conquest of Canaan, and 
that Abraham and the patriarchs had held them 
many centuries before. I grantalso that Moses 
enacted laws with special reference to that rela- 
tion. Of the nature of these laws it may be con- 
venient to speak, shortly. [ wonder that any one 
should have had the hardihood to deny so plain 
a matter of record. I should almost as soon de- 
ny the delivery of the ten commandments to Mo- 
Bee. 

_ Granting all this, I do not see that it contra- 
dicts aught that I have said. I believe slavery 
then, a8 now, to have been wrong, a violation of 
our obligations to man, and at variance with the 
moral laws of God. But I believe that God did 
not see fit to reveal his will on this subject, nor 
indeed on many others, to the ancient Hebrews. 
He made known to them just as much of his mor- 
al Jaw as he chose, and the law on this subject 
belonged to the part which he did not choose to 
make known. Hence, although they did what 
was in itself wrong, yet, God not having made 
known to them his will, they were not guilly. 

But more than this. God saw fit te institute 

uliar relations between the Hebrews and the 
inhabitants of Canaan,—relations such as he has 
never instituted between any other portions of the 

human family. When the iniquity of the C 
naaniles was full, God gave them and their Tar 
and possessions, by special revelation, to the He 
brews. Tae Hebrews were authorized by a di. 
vine commission (o invade their territory, to take 
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| without mercy the inhabitants. The limitation 
and extent of this grant were definitely marked 
out. They were however directed to pause be- 
fore the work of destruction was fully completed, 
lest the land, being deserted of its inhabitants, 
should be overrun by beasts of prey. Still, the 
people within these limits remained under the 
primitive curse. ‘The Hebrews were authorized 
to destroy them, and seize upon their land when- 
ever they needed it. ‘The authority to take them 
| as slaves seems to me to be a part of this original, 
| peculiar,and,{ may perhaps say,anomalous grant. 


| But this grant was made to one people, and to 
one people only, the Hebrews. It had respect to 
one people only, the Canaanites. It can be of 
force at no other time, and to no other people-— 
_If the Jews were now to return to Palestine, the 
| Old Testament would furnish no warrant by 
| which they would be authorized, were it in their 
| power, to devote to destruction or to enslave the 
| Druses or Maronites ef Mount Lebanon, the Arabs 
of Damascus, or the Turks of Acre. Much less 
| would it authorize American citizens, residing in 
| Palestine, to do the same thing ; and much less 
| does it authorize American citizens here at home 
| to destroy, or to enslave, or to hold in slavery, 
| the people of another continent. ‘Io the Jews it 


_ would have been unlawful except by the special | 


direction of Jehovah. ‘To us and to all men it is 
| unlawful to do the same thing,unless we can show 
| the same special direction. ‘These seem to me 
| to be the general principles which we always ap- 
ply when reasoning concerning the revelation 
| made by the Most High to the Hebrew common- 
, wealth They comprehend the case of slavery ; 
, and by them is the bearing upon us of the per- 
, Mission in question to be determined. 

| ‘Phe view which you take of the case, however, 
| differs materially from this. I will now proceed 
to examine it. It may be stated briefly thus :— 

Slavery was sanctioned by revelation among the 
Hebrews ; it is therefore sanctioned to us. 

Let us reduce this argument to a syllogism, and 
it will be expressed thus: 

1. Whatever God sanctioned among the He- 
brews he sanctions for all men and at all times. 

2. God sanctioned slavery among the He- 
brews. Therefore, 
| 3%. God sanctions slavery for all men and at 
| all times. 

I believe that in these words I express the ar- 
gument correctly. If I donot, it issolely because 
| 1 do not know how to state it more exactly. 
| Let us, then, in the first place, examine the 
'Mmajor premiss. ‘Whatever God sanctioned among 
| the Hebrews, he sanctions for all men and at all 
| times.’ 
| Now this proposition surely is not self-evident. 
| If it be true, it must be provable by reason, or by 
| revelation. Can itbe proved by reason? ‘The 
| only argument by which it could be supported is, 
| I think, the following. 

1. Whatever God sanctions to any men at 
' any time he sanctions to all men at all times. 
| 2. ‘The Hebrews are men. ‘Therefore, 

3. Whatever he sanctioned to the Hebrews 
| he sanctioned to all men at all limes. 
| Now I think that the major premiss of this syl- 
| logism is wholly untenable. It appears to me to 
| be diametrically at variance with the whole the- 

ory of the divine dispensation. Every one, I 
think, knows that God has seen fit to enlighten 
| our race progressively ; and that be has enlight- 
| ened different portions in different degrees. He 
has first given us the light of nature. Millions 
at the present day have no other light. We 
_know from revelation that by the truth alone 
which this light reveals, will they be judged.— 
They will therefore be held guilty for the trans- 
gression of no more than this light has discovered 
tothem. The rest of their transgression of mor- 
al law will not be laid to their account. ‘Thusin 
) this sense of the word, these transgressions are 
| sanctioned to them. But I ask, are they sanc- 
tioned tous? Could we who have the light of 
| the gospel go back to the morality of Socrates, 
| Plato, Aristotle or Confucius, for the reason that 
_what the light of nature allowed to them is al- 
_lowable in us? Yet I see not but this proposi- 
| tion would lead us to precisely this conclusion. 
| ‘The same principle applies to the other gradual 
revelations of moral light which God has at dif- 
ferent periods made to mankind. He increased 
| the light of the patriarchs by direct communica- 
tion of a small part of his will. A large part of 
that will, however, he saw fit to withhold. The 
violations of this latter part he did not forbid, 
| but on the contrary he allowed them to remain 
/ unchecked, that is, in this sense he sanctioned 
them. But could any of us, in the fear of God, 
go back to the patriarchal dispensation, and take 
for our mora! rule the revelation, and only the re- 
velation, made to the patriarchs? 

So of the Mosaic dispensation. By this reve- 
lation the light was more fully discovered, but 
| still much of it was withheld. We cannot plead 
in this case, more than in the other, that what 
was perinitted without rebuke ina darker age is 
permitted to us to whom greater light has been 
given. I suppose, therefore, that directly the re- 
verse of the proposition in question is true; that 
God reveals his will in different degrees, at differ- 
ent times,and to different people at the same 
time ? that he holds them accountable for pre- 
cisely as much light as he has given them; that 
he allows without rebuke those actions on the mo- 
ral character of which that light has not shined, 
and, in this sense, he sanctions them; but that 
this allowance can never be pleaded in behalf of 
those who enjoy a more perfect revelation, that 
is, on whom a better light has shined. 

But suppose we take the strongest meaning of 
the word sanction,—that of approve or commend— 
the proposition will not be. 1 think, more tenable, 
as I have before said. God commanded the He. 
brews to destroy the Canaanites. He commanded 
Saul to destroy the Amalekites, ete,’ But were 
these commands to all men and atall times? It 
is therefore, I think, manifest; this proposi- 
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tioned to the Hebrews is sanctioned to all men at 
all times,’ be proved from revelation? It seems 
to me thdt precisely the reverse is the fact. To 
arrive at the truth in this case it is only neces- 
sary to inquire whether there were any acts sanc- 
tioned to the Hebrews by Moses which were not 
sanctioned to all men. 

_ Take for instance the whole Mosaic code of 
civil law ; its severe enactments, its very fre- 
quent capital punishments, its cities of refuge, its 
tenure of real estate. Could any legislator at the 
present day enact similar laws, and justly plead 
as a sufficient reason that God had sanctioned, 
nay enacted, such laws for the Jews? Would 
this be a sufficient reason for abolishing the trial 
by jury in a case of accidental homicide, (as for 
instance when the head of an axe slipped from 
the helve and wounded a man to death) and en- 
acting that the next akin might slay an innocent 
person if he found him out of a city of refuge !— 
I think every one must immediately perceive that 
this law wasa humane limitation to the spirit of 
oriental vindictiveness, but that it would be very 
wrong to put it in practice at the present day. 

But we are not left to our own reasonings on 
this subject. We know full well that polygamy 
and divorce are wrong, that they violate the ob- 
ligations established by God between the sexes, 
| and are transgressions of his positive law. On 

this subject I presume we can have no difference 
of opinion. Yet these sins were not forbidden by 
Moses. Nay more, laws were enacted by the 


tices. When a man was already united to one 
wife, and chose to take another, 
which the first wife should be treated was pre- 
scribed. ‘The right of the first-born was in such 
a case defined. When, again, a Hebrew wished 
to divorce @ wife the manner in which this should 
be done wasa matter of positive enactment. The 
discussion of our Saviour with the Jews on this 
subject is given us in Matt. 19: 3—9. I will 
quote the whole passage. “The Pharisees also 
came unto him, tempting him, and saying unto 


for every cause? And he answered and said un- 
to them, Have ye not read that at the beginning, 
when the Creator made man, he formed a male 
and a female, and said, For this cause a man 
shall leave father and mother and adhere to his 
wife, and they two shall be one flesh. Wherefore 
they are no longer two, but one flesh. 
therefore God hath conjoined, let not man sepa- 
rate. They replied, Why then did Moses com- 


dismiss her? He answered, Moses indeed, be- 
cause of your untractable disposition, permitted 
you to divorce your wives, but it was not so from 
the begiuning. ‘Therefore I say unto you, who- 
soever divorceth his wife except for whoredom, 
and marrieth another, committeth adultery,’ &c. 
You perceive I have used the translation of Dr. 
Campbell, who seems to have understood the 
scope of the argument better than the authors of 
our version. 

Now concerning this decision of our Lord, se- 
veral things are to be remarked. 

1. Our Lord authoritatively lays down the law 
of marriage, defining it to be an exclusive engage- 
ment between two parties for life. 

2. He not only does this, but he declares that 
this doctrine was taught from the creation, quot- 
ing Genesis 2: 24, in confirmation of his asser- 
tion, 

3. Notwithstanding this, Moses had sanction- 
ed divorce, that is, he had not forbidden it, and 
had enacted laws for the regulation of it.

of course, only justified in the manner and with 
the restrictions under which it was placed by that 
law. Let us look at some of the provisions re- 
specting it, which Moses established. 

1. A distinction was made between their breth- 
ren and the Canaanites. ‘The former could be 
held in slavery only for six years, but strangers 
might be held for life. 

2. The slaves of the stranger were circum- 
cised and admitted to the ordinary privileges of 
the Hebrew church and commonwealth. 

3. Ifa master in any manner maimed such a 
servant, even to the breaking of a tooth, he was 
obliged to manumit him. . 

4. The Hebrews were positively forbidden to 
deliver up a slave who had escaped from his mas- 
ter, but were commanded to allow him to dwell 
in the place which he chose, in any of the gates 
where it liked him best. Deut. 23: 15,16. it 
is pot necessary that I attempt to contrast these 
laws with the laws of the Southern States, respect- 
ing slavery. Every one must, I think, perceive 
the unreasonableness of pleading the Jewish laws 
as authority for an institution so entirely dissi- 
_milar, and so forgetful of the limitations by which 
_that practice was originally guarded. If it be

_ bove will however render extended discussion un- 
necessary. ‘The second preposition is as follows: 
‘God sanctioned slavery among the Hebrews.’ 
If by the word sanctioned it is meant that God 
|in any manner testified his approbation of slavery, 
I am obliged to say, that the evidence of such 
sanction no where exists, tomy knowledge, in the 
Old Testament. Precisely as in the case of di- 
| vorce, the institution was permitted and regulat- 
‘ed; absolutely nothing more. In the meantime 


| ° ° . 
| principles were inculcated, and laws were enact: | 


ed, which must naturally, in the end, undermine 
‘and overthrow it. Slavery, so far as 1 can per- 
ceive, is no more sanctioned in the Old Testa- 
/ ment than polygamy and divorce, and these in- 
| stitutions were, in precisely the same manner as 
| slavery, tolerated and regulated, while they were, 
| both before and afterwards, declared to be total- 


ly at variance with the whole will of God. From 


the fact of toleration and regulation of these prac- | 


tices, therefore, we can no more infer the appro- 
bation of God in the one case than in the other. 
The passage from Leviticus 25 : 44—46, is not, | 
that 1 can see, at allat variance with the view | 
which I have taken on this subject. ‘Both thy 
bond-men, and thy bond-maids, which thou shalt 
have, shall be of the heathen that are round about 
you; of them shall ye buy bond-men and bond- 
maids.

4. And moreover, the reason of this is given;

Here then is an institution sanctioned, that is, | 
permitted and made a subject of legislation, which | 
is wrong in itself, and therefore forbidden by our 
Saviour to them and to all men. Nay, it had 
been thus sanctioned, although a prior revelation | 
had discountenanced it. It is therefore clear, that | 
a practice may have been sanctioned to the He. 
brews, which is not sanctioned to all men at all) 
times, nay, which before and after a particular | 
period was not sanctioned to the Hebrews them- | 
selves- I think therefore that the teaching of the | 
Scriptures is diametrically at variance with the) 
proposition on which the whole argument from | 
the Old Testament is founded. 
I will, in passing, add a sing!e remark respect: | 
ing the manner in which the inspired legislator of | 
the Hebrews dealt with this subject. Polygamy | 
and divorce at this time were universally prac- 
tised among the Jews, and indeed among all oth- 
er oriental nations. Moses did not at once di- 
rectly forbid these wrongs. He only permitted 
them and modified some of their worst features. 
He however did not Jeave the subject here. He 
inculcated such principles as would,by appealing 
to their reason and conscience, gradually abolish 
these abuses. And the result took place as he 
had intended. Hence we observe that the proph- 
ets rebuked their countrymen for the practice of 
these very wrongs,—wrongs permitted, or (in the 
manner which we have explained) sanctioned by 
Moses, and they denounced the wrath of God in 
consequence of them. A most touching expostu- 
lation on this subject is found in Malachi 2: 13— 
16. ‘And this have ye done again, covering the 
altar of the Lord with tears, with weeping, and 
with crying out, insomuch that he regardeth not 
the offering any more, or receiveth it with good- 
will at your hand. Yet ye say, Wherefore? Be- 
cause the Lord hath been witness between thee 
and the wife of thy youth, against whom thou 
hast dealt treacherously : yet is she thy compan- 
ion, and the wife of thy covenant. And did not 
he make one? Yet had he the residue of the Spi- 
rit. And wherefore one? ‘That he might seek 
a godly seed. ‘Therefore take heed to your spi- 
rit, and Jet none deal treacherously against the 
wife of his youth. For the Lord, the God of Is. 
rael, saith, that he hateth putting away : for one 
eovereth violence with his garment, saith the 


tion, on which the argum reason must 
rest, is, in every sense of sanction, with.

I hope, my dear brother, you will excuse this 
use of formal syllogisms in a familiar letter. It 
is not done for the sake of formality or with the 
design of appearing precise and logical- IP have

It was in con- 
sequence of these very fundamental truths incul- 
cated by Moses, truths diametrically opposed to 
polygamy and divorce, that these evils had toa 
great ee ceased, as you have remarked, at the 
time of the coming of Christ. 

Suppose this proposition, that 
whatever was sanctioned to the Hebrews is sanc- 
tioned to all men at all times, be , I do not

But can the proposition, ‘whatever was sanc- 


gers that do sojourn among you, of them shall ye 
buy, and of their families that are with you,which 


possessions. And yeshull take them as an inhe- 
ritance for your children after you, to inherit | 
them for a possession ; they shall be your bond- 
men forever : but over your brethren the chil- 
dren of Israel, ye shall not rule one over another 
with rigor.’ If any one will take the trouble to 
turn to the chapter and read from the beginning, 
he will perceive that its general intention is to in- 
culcate the duty of kindness to their Jewish breth- 
ren as distinguished from the heathen. The ver- | 
ses above quoted are a particular exemplification 
of a general law. ‘They really say no more than 
that the Hebrews might hold slaves for life of the 
Canaanites, but not of the Hebrews. I know 
that the word ‘shalt’ is used when speaking of 
this subject, but it is clearly used as prophetic and 
not as mandatory; it tells what would or what 
might be, and not what should or must be. No 
one can for a moment confound this use of it with 
the use in the ten commandments ; nor can any 
one suppose it to render it obligatory on the He- 
brews to hold slaves, either of their own brethren 
or of strangers. As this is the strongest passage 
in the Old ‘Testament in favor of the view which 
we are examining, I do not know that it is ne- 
cessary to extend this part of the discussion apy 
farther. 

Let us now review the ground which we have 
passed over. I have supposed that the argument 
by which slavery is justified from the Old Tes. 
tament is properly expressed by the following syl- 
logism. 

‘1. Whatever God sanctioned among the He- 
brews he sanctioned for all men and at all times. 

2. God sanctioned slavery among the Hebrews. 
Therefore, 

3. God sanctioned slavery among all men 
and at all times. 

I suppose myself to have shown that the first 
of these propositions is at variance with reason 
and the Scriptures, whether the word sanction 
mean (olerate or enact; that the second proposi- 
tion is untrue, if the word sanction mean any 
thing more than tolerate ; and as with this mean. 
ing it can at the present day afford no justifica- 
tion of slavery, therefore the conclusion that God. 
in the Old Testament sanctions slavery to all 
men, that is, to us, is without foundation. 

I merely use this technical formality, as I have 
said before, because I wish to expose my views 
in the clearest light, sotbat if I err, I may the 
more easily be corrected. ‘There is no one, my 
dear brother, who is more capable of detecting 
my error, if it exist, than’ yourself ; and there is 
no man living before whom I would more willing: 
ly stand corrected,
